CRATING: Our costs have risen to such an extent that we 
are no longer able to crate free of charge. Instead of charging a 
flat percentage of the purchase price (the usual trade custom), we 
will charge per crate so that an unfair burden will not fall on the 
purchaser who buys the higher priced varieties. All camellias .are 
crated Balled and Burlapped. : 


PAYMENT: Cash with order except to those of known re- 
sponsibility. All charge accounts due in 30 days. ; 


SHIPMENTS: We recommend that camellias be shipped only 
by Railway Express. We will do our best to make shipments every 
week. Due to our distance from the railroad, we crate only when 
we have enough orders to fill our truck. Do not ask for delivery 
between December 15 and January ist: camellias will suffer 
travelling with the Christmas congestion. 


C.0.D. SHIPMENTS: 25% deposit required as guarantee of 
acceptance on arrival. 


DAMAGED SHIPMENTS: No crate of ours has ever come 
apart, but if anything happens, the carrier is responsible for any 
damage in transit. File your claim with them. We will do all we 
can to help you. 


SUBSTITUTIONS: None made unless instructed to do so. 
Our finest varieties are so scarce and in such demand that we 
suggest you name second choices in case any you ask for happen 
to be sold out. This will save much time and correspondence. 


GUARANTEE: We guarantee camellias to be well rooted 
healthy scale-free plants, properly packed and shipped. As we 
have no control over growing conditions after plants have left the 
nursery, we cannot guarantee camellias to live—that is entirely up 
to the knowledge and skill of the purchaser.

We guarantee the scion as to variety, but if it blooms true or not. 
is another matter. In every case reported, the variegated form has 
been far more desirable than the solid one. There are many theories 
as to this behavior, but we have drawn no conclusions as to the 
cause.

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MAGNOLIA GARDENS 


Magnolia Gardens were made world-famous by its azaleas 
being seen by the thousands of people who visited every spring— 
few ever realizing the magnificent camellias they walked by were 
even growing there—their glory had passed with the coming of the 
azaleas. Those who really know the Gardens feel that the place 
should be famous for its camellia collection which so few people 
see in the winter and early spring. 


These camellias were imported by the Reverend John G. Dray- 
ton, creator of Magnolia Gardens, during the 1840’s from France 
and Belgium. We have a letter of his written to a fellow minister 
dated 1858 in which he states, “I was afraid the other day that I 
had been exaggerating when in answer to his inquiries, I told a 
friend that I supposed there might be some 120 varieties of camel- 
lias at Magnolia. So I sat down and summed up the count after- 
wards and found that number of fine double varieties and how 
many more. I do not pretend to know—their name seems to be 
something like legion. Many of the plants are near 10 feet high 
and as thick as a holly bush—with almost as many flowers as 
leaves—.” Some of these have reached colossal proportions, one 
double variety now measuring 28 feet in height, 23 feet through, 
and 16 inches in trunk diameter. 


A few of our varieties have been on the market for years, 
and you will be surprised to find you probably have some of them 
in your collection.

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JESSIE KATZ—(See illustration front cover)—In 1944, we 
had growing in our camellia nursery several cutting grown plants 
of the Camellia Japonica variety “Troubadour.” The original 
“Troubadour” is an o!d Camellia Japonica growing in Magnolia 


Gardens, one of the plants imported in the 1840’s. 


On one of these little plants in that year of 1944, we found 
thet one branch had flowers entirely different from the others on 
the plant. We marked the branch to observe next season, if the 
same phenomenon appeared. The following year it bloomed as be- 
fore, so we assumed the mutant to be fixed. Scions from this 
branch have been grafted and have bloomed with the same true 


flower of the mutant. 


The JESSIE KATZ has very distinct growth habits: tall open 
grower with twigs of small diameter in comparison with other 
camellias. Foliage is dark green in color, long narrow leaves. 
Leaf is arched throughout its length and slightly keeled in cross 
section. 


Flower is semi-double of 14-20 petals, the said petals being 
creped and wavy. Color is watermelon pink. Petals are of thin 
texture, so much so that this flower is far lighter in weight than 
other camellias of comparable size. Diameter of this flower is 
from 4% to 5 inches.
